Moynihan Resigns 
W ith Senate Seat 
Race Possible 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - D aniel 
Pa rick Moynihan will resume teaching 
at H arvard but will keep an eye on a 
Senate seat from New York when he 
leaves his post as U.S. am bassador to 
the United Nations at the end of this 
month. 
The 
flam b oyan t, 
blunt-spoken 
diplomat made no mention <k any 
friction between himself and President 
Ford or Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger when his resignation was 
announced Monday. 
But

w ere 
reports 
that 
Moynihan blamed Kissinger for his 
departure, saying Kissinger undercut 
him in private while supporting him in 
public. And top U.S. officials, speaking 
privately, made it clear they con­ 
sidered Moynihan a cross to bear 
because of his outspoken and oc­ 
casionally caustic statem ents about 
world affairs during his 6% months at 
the U.N. 
When he was asked Monday about 
his 
relation sh ip 
with 
K issin g er, 
Moynihan said, “ We are old friends. I 
have been his am bassador as well as 
the President’s in carrying out his pol­ 
icies.” 
One reporter asked if he had jumped 
or was pushed. He replied, “ I didn’t 
necessarily Jump. I certainly wasn’t 
pushed ” 
Moynihan’s 
departure 
had 
been 
long-rumored but its timing cam e as a 
mild surprise because his latest flap 
over alleged lack of support from the 
Ford adm inistration cam e only last 
week and ended with a White House 
meeting between Moynihan and the 
President and public statem ents of 
support and confidence from Ford and 
Kissinger. 
At H arvard U n iversity , H arvey 
Mansfield, chairm an of the govern­ 


ment departm ent, said Moynihan, 49, 
will teach two sem inars on Thursdays 
and Fridays, starting nest week. The

Mansfield said Moynihan will be 
able to commute to Cam bridge for his 
teaching chores while completing his 
last month at the U.N. as president of 
the Security Council, a position rotated 
among m em ber natioas.

Moynihan to seek the Democratic 
nomination for this fall's New York 
senatorial race. 
Dem ocrats reported pondering a try 
for the Dem ocratic nomination to run 
against Sen. Jam es L. Buckley, R-Con- 
N.Y., include Rep, Bella Abzug, DN.Y, 
Bess Myerson, form er consumer af­ 
fairs official for New York City, and 
former U.S. Atty.

Last November, Moynihan denied he 
would run for U.S. senator by quitting 
his U.N. job to do so, saying he “ would 
consider it dishonorable to leave this 
post and run for any office.”

"She was on their premises,” went 
the argument in court, “ with their 
knowledge and consent Therefore, she 
was entitled to play there in safety." 
But the court, finding that the game 
was not abnormally hazardous, held 
the parents not liable. Merely allowing 
children to play in their yard, said the 
court, 
did not 
mean 
they 
were 
guaranteeing them against all risks 
The case illustrates that a home 
owner is not automatically responsible 
for a mishap that befalls a youthful 
visitor. He does not have to make his 
premises “ child proof." 
Nevertheless, he does have to make 
fair allowance for childish traits 
In another case a housewife left a 
bubbling percolator near the edge of a 
table, even though a small boy was 
playing close by. The boy knocked the 
percolator over, spilling hot coffee on 
his arm 
Here, the housewife was held liable. 
The court said she 
should 
have 
realized that one so young was not 
likely to sense the danger. 
Even if the child is a trespasser, the 
householder may be responsible for a 
hazard that is particularly appealing 
to youngsters 
Thus, a property owner who had a 
power line strung through the upper 
branches of a tree was held liable for 
the electric shock suffered by a 
trespassing boy. The court said the 
defendant knew that children — 
“ following childish iastincts" — often 
climbed the tree, hence could and 
should have taken steps to minimize 
the risk.

For at least 10 y ears now, Julian has 
been writing his view that, as we 
journey further and further into the 
commercial TV age, the sequel to 
“ Why Johnny Can’t Read” is being 
written. It might be titled, “Why 
Johnny Can’t Think.” TV, he say s, 
offers ready -made thinking. Minds are 
like muscles, thriving on exercise but 


failing to develop if they are not used. 
“ If y ou contrast any kind of reading 
with TV watching, y ou come up with 
this: readers are obliged to translate 
simple visual images of letters, words, 
and sentences into complex mental 
images of thoughts, ideas or pictures 
in order to extract meaning from what 
is being read 
“This compulsory mental exercise 
which accompanies reading is con­ 
ducive to reasoning as well as un­ 
d ersta nd ing," he continues. “ The 
mind doesn’t have all that tiresome 
work to do when y ou watch TV. In fact, 
the nerves which transm it thought 
impulses may become so crowded with 
responses resulting from audio-visual 
stimulation that y ou couldn’t think if 
y ou wanted to. All y ou can do is react.” 
No more mental calisthenics. Only 
pictures. No m ore effort. 
Only 
relaxation. 
"But as pleasurable as it may be to 
look at pictures, the child who doesn’t 
learn to read properly has nothing but 
problems ahead,” Julian warns. “If 
only parents could be made to un­ 
derstand this. They wouldn’t dream of 
not helping a child learn to walk, y et by 
not helping him learn to read they risk

NEW YORK (AP) - Boosted by 
falling interest rates, the stock m arket 
is now at a rarefied height where so 
many rocket-like surges of the past 10 
y ears have run out of fuel and fallen 
back to earth. 
This one could very well keep rising, 
but a lot of investors had the sam e 
ideas about the many other ascensions 
since the mid-19 60s. They were wrong 
then. Could they be correct now? 
The first consideration is whether 
the m arket can be assured of a con­ 
tinued supply of fuel in the form of 
falling 
interest 
rates. 
It 
is 
thus 
situation, m any m ark et analy sts 
agree, that produced the initial mo­ 
mentum. 
That is, as interest rates fell from 
their record-high levels, their at­ 
traction as investm ents fell too. 
Billions of dollars that had gone into 
the debt 
m ark ets 
now 
becam e 
potential fuel for the stock market. 
The rise and fall of the prime in­ 
terest rate is a m irror image of the fall 
and rise of the stock market. The two 
fit, tongue and groove. 
There are now suggestions that the 
decline of interest rates may be 
slowing. The lowest prime rate by a 
m ajor bank is 6.5 per cent, by First 
National City Bank, but that was post­ 
ed reluctantly . 
As the week began, First City ’s 
leadership had drawn few followers, a 
contrast to the m anner in which banks 
fell into line when the declining prim e 
rate was still around 7.5 or 8 per cent. 
There is also a detectable firming of 
some short-term interest rates that 
bears watching as perhaps the first 
signal that a general stabilization of 
rates is being achieved. 
If the fuel is shut off from this 
source, is there another mixture that 


might provide further thrust? In all 
probability , the second stage will 
depend on broader factors involving 
the entire economy . 
Stock 
analy sts 
and 
portfolio 
managers offer many reasons for 
believing there is indeed an economic 
base to support higher prices. To cite 
two, individuals are becoming more 
liquid, and corporate profits are ex­ 
pected to continue to improve. 
But the tendency to see nothing but 
strength in such developments could 
cloud the reality , which Ls that while 
conditions are im proving, th ey ’re 
improving from a very depressed 
base. 


A fter-tax corporate profits, for 
example, do indeed continue to im­ 
prove, but the rate of improvement is 
likely to slow. 
And how can we ignore the continued 
high inflation and unemploy ment? The 
latter, don’t forget, represents the un­ 
derutilization of a precious asset — the 
human skills needed to support any 
economy . 


Burned by their past excesses, in­ 
dividuals and businesses both remain 
somewhat hesitant. Consumer sales, 
though vastly improved, still aren’t 
showing signs of enthusiasm. And 
there has been little expression of 
confidence from business in the form 
of capital spending plans. 
Throughout the economy , public and 
private, there is a tendency on the part 
of individuals and institutions to hold 
back. 
The question arises then of where the 
thrust will come from — individuals, 
business, government?

become the best thinkers and get the 
best jobs.” 
Recent studies by the U.S. Office of 
Education concluded that more than 23 
million American adults (one in every 
five) lack the basic intelligence to 
function effectively in society . And an 
additional 40 million (one in every 
th ree ) have just the “ m inim um 
competence” to be effective citizens 
and wage-eamers 
The response to these studies was to 
question the quality of U.S. education. 
Fred 
B. Julian feels the schools 
shouldn’t be the scapegoat. 
“ A wise Pope is reputed to have said, 
‘Give me a child for its first six y ears 
and y ou can have it thereafter.* In 
place of the wise Pope we now have the 
mindless monster which masquerades 
as an appliance in our homes. 
"It provides entertainment, saves us 
the trouble of reading newspapers, and 
not infrequently serves as a baby ­ 
sitter. But it has an additional, largely 
unsuspected capability . It can turn 
normal children into moral morons 
and semi-illiterate teenagers.” 
TV has been a part of family life for 
more than 25 y ears. Its “mind-bending 
aspects” have not y et been fully ex­ 
plored. 
But “ in view of steadily 
deteriorating test scores in schools 
throughout America,” writes Julian, 
“ I 
should 
think 
a 
thorough 
in­ 
vestigation of this subject would seem 
urgent, not only to Health, Education 
and Welfare and concerned educators, 
but to the general public. Test results 
appear to indicate that the per capita 
educability of American children is 
declining. 
We have a compelling 
reason to heed such danger signals. 
T oday ’s children are tom orrow ’s 
voters and the votes of those who don’t 
think count just as heavily as the votes 
of those who do. So far, the soundness 
of our political sy stem with its checks 
and balances has kept us afloat in spite 
of nonthinkers. But what of the day 
when they will outnumber thinkers by 
a sizable majority ? , . .” 
On that day , unless steps are taken 
to prevent its coming, elections will be 
decided on the basis of TV images, 
rather than logic and understanding. 
“ Making sure that our y oung people 
learn to read is the best assurance we 
can give them that they won’t vote 
away their political freedom some 
day ," writes Julian. We must teach 
them that “doers alway s have more 
fun than watchers, and that reading is 
the one key to open the door to a world 
of ideas. What illiterate children don’t 
realize is that nearly every skilled 
reader has a built-in, full-screen, color 
TV set inside his head which turns on 
automatically whenever one begins to 
read. And no com m ercials!"

CINCINNATI (AP)—A threejudge 
panel of the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals was expected today to hear 
the latest bid for a new trial by Jam es 
Earl Ray , convicted killer of civil 
rights leader Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. 
Two y ears ago, the Cincinnati ap­ 
peals court granted an evidentiary ' 
hearing to Ray after his attorney 
charged the Ilhnois-bom convict was 
“ browbeaten, bribed and badgered’’ 
into pleading guilty . 
Ray was denied a new trial last 
February by U.S District Court Judge 
Robert McRae of Memphis. He ruled 
that Ray ’s confession to King’s death 
was made voluntarily on the advice of 
competent attorney s. 
Ray , serving a 9 9 -y ear prison term 
for the 19 68 sniper slay ing, has insisted 
his former attorney s coerced him into 
pleading guilty to keep facts in the 
case from coming out in open court to 
protect roy alty rights on a book, 
Ray , 48, has spent seven y ears in the 
Tennessee State Prison in Nashville.

Those burdened by this problem 
concentrate all their energies on their 
body functions, their food intake, and 
their minor pains artd aches. It must 
not be denied that, even in the 
absence of a known cause, they really 
suffer, emotionally and phy sically , 
from their phantom diseases. 
They seem to gain little or no support 
from repeated examinations by their 
doctors. A series of injections, an­ 
tibiotics, or phy sical therapy may be 
effective. Soon, however, the benefits 
disappear and the hy pochondriac 
returns 
to 
the 
d istress 
of 
his 
nonexistent diseases. 
Many bounce from doctor to doctor, 


hoping that someone will free them 
from the y oke of suffering. 
Even w orse, the hy pochondriac 
becomes an easy prey for exploitation 
by every form of quackery . 
Their emotions and their finances 
often become totally exhausted and, 
eventually , are hopelessly ensnared by 
their own created diseases. 


Your whole family now is being 
strangled by another person’s fantasy .

Undoubtedly , a psy chiatrist or a 
psy chologist long ago should have 
probed into his emotional background, 
in order to uncover the origin of the 
conflict that lies within him. 


This approach represents a radical 
departure from all other forms of 
treatm ent that have been tried up to 
now.

The missmg ingredient in current 
congressional investigations of the

That is an unfortunate omission, 
since the stak es involved could 
ultimately be our very survival as a 
nation. Congress faces the thorny 
problem of deciding how it should both 
protect the confidentiality of our in­ 
telligence apparatus and assure that 
adequate independent oversight is 
exercised. 
Whatever excesses the CIA has 
committed — and there have been 
some — should not have come as a 
total shock to Congress. After all, since 
the early 19 50s, subcommittees of the 
House 
of

Appropriations committees have had 
the responsibility for exercising 
oversight and budgetary review of the 
CIA and the foreign intelligence ac­ 
tivities of this country . 
In fact. Congress has alway s had 
control over the pursestrings of in­ 
telligence activities. It certainly has 
had more than enough opportunities in 
the past y ear to learn what the CIA is 
doing. Since the end of 19 74, the CIA 
has briefed eight 
congressional 
committees on its covert operation 
proposals. 
Thus far, the select intelligence 
committees have been more interested 
in developing more oversight control 
than preserving the confidentiality of 
vital intelligence information. 
The House Intelligence Committee, 
for example, had voted to publish top- 
secret details of U.S. 
intelligence 
operations, despite the potential for 
irreparable damage from such an 
action. 
How ever, the Rules C om m ittee 
voted to block release of the in­ 
telligence report, until President Ford 
had certified that its release would not 
be harmful to our national interest. 
Full House approval of the Rules 
Committee resolution came on a 246 to 
124 vote. I supported the resolution. 
It should be obvious that most of 
what we learn through our intelligence 
efforts is only valuable because others 
don’t know what we know. 
The CIA must abide by the law, as 
any American citizen must. However, 
in our efforts to prosecute those few in 
our intelligence community who do 
commit crimes, we must not cripple 
our foreign intelligence services and 
thus, increase the danger of American 
involvement in direct arm s conflict. 
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Neither our allies nor our enemies 
will have to wait for the select com­ 
mittee’s report, when and if it is 
released to the public officially . In 
violation of its own rules and its 
agreement with the White House, the 
com m ittee has perm itted highly 
sensitive information on CIA activities 
to “ leak” to the press — notably the 
W ashington Post and New York 
Times. 
Outgoing CIA D irector W illiam 
Colby said recently that every new 
covert program reported to Congress 
in 19 75 was leaked to the press. That 
kind of irresponsibility is certain to 
alert our enemies abroad and cost us 
the confidence and cooperation of 
many of our allies. 


Those who cannot bring themselves 
to take a realistic view of the world 
situation and who m ust expose 
every thing for the sake of exposure, 
have created a dangerous situation for 
our intelligence agents. As a case in 
point, “ C ounterspy ", a m agazine 
apparently devoted to the destruction 
of the CIA, published names of CIA 
operatives around the world. One such 
agent, Richard Welch, was murdered 
in Athens just a few weeks ago. 
Under existing law, the editors of 
this magazine and others like it, 
cannot be punished. That is a travesty , 
and it demands corrective action. 
These agents are acting under orders 
and should not be exposed to hostile 
action. 


To avoid a repetition of this, I am co­ 
sponsoring legislation to make it a 
federal offense, punishable by 10 y ears 
in prison and a $10,000 fine, to publicly 
identify a U.S. intelligence agent. 
This is not an attem pt to tram ple on 
the First Amendment right of a free 
press.

“If you contrast any kind of reading 
with TV watching, you come up with 
this: readers are obliged to translate 
simple visual images of letters, words, 
and sentences into complex mental 
images of thoughts, ideas or pictures 
in order to extract meaning from what 
is being read 
"This compulsory mental exercise 
which accompanies reading is con­ 
ducive to reasoning as well as un­ 
derstanding,” he continues. "The 
mind doesn't have all that tiresome 
work to do when you watch TV. In fact, 
the nerves which transmit thought 
impulses may become so crowded with 
responses resulting from audio-visual 
stimulation that you couldn’t think if 
you wanted to. All you can do is react.” 
No more mental calisthenics. Only 
pictures. No more effort. Only 
relaxation, 
"But as pleasurable as it may be to 
look at pictures, the child who doesn’t 
learn to read properly has nothing but 
problems ahead.” Julian warns. "If 
only parents could be made to un­

Here the first bloodshed 
was spilled as eight minutemen were 
killed. The British then proceeded to 
Concord They were fought back to 
Boston where they were surrounded by 
16,000 minutemen and attacked until 
the British left the city. 


These minutemen received their 
name because of their being ready to 
fight at a minute’s notice. As a tribute 
to these men, a park has been 
established 
at

Massachusetts,

Minuteman National Aistorical Park, 
A statue of a minuteman stands guard 
over the park. 


Inscribed on the statue are the 
following words: 
“ By the rude bridge that Arched the 
flood, 


Their flag to April is Breeze un­ 
furled. 
Here once the embattled Farmers 
stood. 


And fired the shot heard Round the 
world." 


Just as the minutemen did over 200 
years ago, we too must be ready at a 
minute’s notice.

“ fighting" with weapons, remember 
this.

CINCINNATI iA P )—A goverment 
employe who said he found a fire bomb 
in the Federal Building has been 
arrested by the FBI and charged with 
planting the device.

ATHENS, Ohio (AP) - Wealthy oil 
countries are sending their young 
people to the United States to learn 
spoken and written English so they can 
be educated at North American 
universities.

At W estfall

Westfall High School students will 
have the opportunity to participate in a 
Field Studies 
Program this next 
summer. 
The field work for the course, en­ 
titled "Tropical and Marine Biology" 
will take place on Andros Inland in the 
Bahamas. If students do all work 
required, they will receive Mi credit on 
their school record. 
The students will leave the school at 
6 p.m. June 16. They will return June 
27. 
A second group of students from 
Lima Shawnee High will be met on the 
road near Covington, Kentucky. Both 
groups will proceed to Ft. I.auderdale, 
Florida. 
After a brief stay in Florida, they 
will fly to Andros Town Airport in the 
Bahamas on the International Field 
Studies DC 3. During their nine-day 
stay on the Inland, the students will 
stay at Forfar Field Station. Forfar is 
owned and operated by IFS, a non­ 
profit educational organization. 
The facilities at the station include, 
cabins, scuba equipment, several 
boats, numerous trucks, a variety of 
biological equipment, and a library for 
evening studies. 
Among the many experiences on the 
Inland, there will be a river run, scuba 
and snorkling expeditions, interior 
hikes, coral reef studies, cave studies, 
key studies, and visits to the local 
communities. The major areas of 
study will be of a biological nature, 
however some aspects of geology, 
history, and sociology will be touched 
upon. 
Prior to leaving Westfall, the 
students will be required to complete a 
notebook which will be of such a nature 
that it will be used as a field guide on 
the Inland A second notebook will be 
kept on the Inland. This notebook 
which will be in the form of a journal 
will consist of observations of the 
various sites visited. 
Upon returning from the Inland, the 
students will be required to complete a 
third notebook which will correlate the 
first and second books. Each student 
will also be required to make con­ 
tributions to a resource bank, during 
the eight seminars which will be held 
at the high school during March and 
April, prior to the trip. 
The trip will be instructed by Jane 
Wilkerson from Westfall and Doug 
Wynn from Lima Shawnee. Two other 
adults will also accompany the group 
during the entire trip. Additional adult 
supervision will be provided by the 
Forfar Field Station staff during the 
stay on the Inland. 
The trip is open to any Westfall 
student who has completed at least one 
course in science and possesses the 
necessary social requirements.

Bicentennial Minuteman 
It was on the morning of April 19, 
1775, that the British first encountered 
the minutemen 
lieutenant Colonel 
Francis Smith and 700 British soldiers 
were ordered by General Thomas 
Gage, governor of Massachusetts, to 
m arch from Boston to Concord to 
destroy the colonists' military sup­ 
plies. As the soldiers approached 
I>exington. they were m et by 70 
minutemen. Here the first bloodshed 
was spilled as eight minutemen were 
killed. The British then proceeded to 
Concord. They were fought back to 
Boston where they were surrounded by 
16,000 minutemen and attacked until 
the British left the city. 


These minutemen received their 
name because of their being ready to 
fight at a minute's notice. As a tribute 
to these men. a park

The field work for the course, en­ 
titled "Tropical and Marine Biology" 
will take place on Andros Inland in the 
Bahamas. If students do all work 
required, they will receive 4 credit on 
their school record. 
The students will leave the school at 
6 p.m. June 16. They will return June 
27. 
A second group of students from 
lim a Shawnee High will be met or the 
road near Covington. Kentucky. Both 
groups will proceed to Ft. lauderdale, 
Florida 
After a brief stay in Florida, they 
will fly to Andros Town Airport in the 
Bahamas on the International Field 
Studies DC 3. During their nine-day 
stay cm the Inland, the students will 
stay at Forfar Field Station. Forfar is 
owned and operated by IFS. a non­ 
profit educational organization 
The facilities at the station include, 
cabins, scuba equipm ent, several 
boats, numerous trucks, a variety of 
biological equipment, and a library for 
evening studies. 
Among the many experiences on the 
Inland, there will be a river m n. scuba 
and snorkling expeditions, interior 
hikes, coral reef studies, cave studies, 
key studies, and visits to the local 
communities 
The major areas of 
study will be of a biological nature, 
however some aspects of geology, 
history, and sociology will be touched 
upon 
P rio r to leaving W estfall, the 
students will be required to complete a 
notebook which will be of such a nature 
that it will be used as a field guide on 
the Inland A second notebook will be 
kept on the Inland 
This notebook 
which will be in the form of a journal 
will consist of observations of the 
various sites visited 
Upon returning from the Inland, the 
students will he required to complete a 
third notebook which will correlate the 
first and second books Each student 
will also be required to make con­ 
tributions to a resource bank, during
